JUDGE BUTT DYING. 


A Man Who Was Mayor of Atlanta Thirty- 
Four Years Ago. 

Judge W. M. Butt is dying. 

This will be sad news tothe thousands of 
friends whom he has made throughout the 
state. 

Judge Batt was born in Warren connty in 
1504, and is consequently eighty-four years of 
age. Heremained in his native county until 
he became of age, when he married Miss 
Maggie E. Butt. Shortly after his marriage 
he remoyed to Campbell county, where he 
lived until 1544, and served a term as judge of 
the inferior court. He removed to Carroll 
county, and, after three years, returned to 
Campbell. He represented Campbell county 
in the celebrated Georgia convention of 1850. 

In 1551 he became a citizen of Atlanta, and 
took such @ prominent stand that he was 
elected to the city council in 1853, and in 1854 
was elected mayor-of the city. In 1862 he was 
elected justice of the peace for the 1046th 
militia district, which place he held contina- 
ously until the past summer, save two-years 
filled by Judge Thomas Spencer by appoint- 
ment of Governor Bullock. 

In this long career Judge Butt has preserved 
@ spotiess character, which, to him, as he now 
lies on his death bed, is his most precious por- 
session. He is at the home of his son-in-law, 
Mr. Jackson, in West End, where he is waited 
oy his sons, his daughters, and his aged
